This is what may be termed "legal- 


ized lawlessness." It is authorized by 
somebody in command of the troop?, 
as .the latter were simply obeying 
orJers. Was this somebody the Presi- 
dent, of the United States, General 
Scnofield or the United States Mar- 
shal ? The perpetrators were not ar- 
rastad, no charge was preferred against 
them, in facl they were privileged 
characters. 


As martial law was proclaimed in 


Sacramento military rule was supreme 
and t'je troops were responsible only 
to their superiors for their conduct. 
Here the conditions were different. The 
civil law had not been suspended, yet 
a soldier who fired a guu at or over an 
unarmed citizen on the public street 
was not arrested, though the State law 
makes the discharge of firearms on the 
public streets a misdemeanor punish- 
able by floe or imprisonment or both. 
Toe soldier was obeying orders', bat in 
doing so committed an offense for 
which a citizen would have been ar- 
rested.

STA5TLIM DEVELOPMENTS. 


A. Witness in the Woodland Ex- 


amination Admits Grave 


Charges. 


THE ALLEGED TRAIN \VHECKKK9. 


Whnt « Witness Kxpected for hJ» KrJ- 


clciico. 


WOODLAND, Gal., July 81.—The pre- 


liminary examination of the five A. E. 
U. men accused of train wrecking was 
resumed this morning. Almost the 
entire morning session was devoted to 
the testimony of George B. Katzen- 
stein, President of the Citizens' Pro- 
tective Association, formed at Sacra- 
mento during the strike. The witness 
told of several conferences with the 
prisoner, Harry ICnox, Chairman of the 
Strikers' Mediation Committee, but 
could give no testimony prejudicial to 
defendants. 


John C. Lasher testified to the events 


leading up to the sending out of the 
train which was wrecked. He told of 
the riotous actions of the strikers. 
He 


was badly tangled on the cross exami- 
nation, and was forced to admit that 
he had told various people that he 
expected to get $500 if he testified in a 
certain way prejudicial to the prison- 
ers. 


When the afternoon session was re- 


sumed Carroll Cook addressed the 
court in support of a motion to with- 
draw witness Lasher and strike out his 
testimony. Attorney Cook said the 
prosecution did not desire to secure a 
conviction of the defendants by tainted 
evidence. The witness had damaged 
his evidence by admitting that he had 
told outyde of court that he antici- 
pated a reward of some kind for his 
giving 
evidence for 
the 
prosecu- 


tion. Attorney Hart for the defense 
replied, claiming his right to conclude 
the cross-examination of witness. He 
vigorously protested against what he 
styled an attempt to forbid the defense 
stiJl farther revealing by cross-examin- 
ation the methods pursued by and the 
influences bark of the prosecution iu 
ptocnring testimony. The Court ruled 
in favor of the prosecution on the 
motion to withdraw the witness. 


Attorneys Hirt and Guddis for the 


defense urged that' Lasher should be 
arrested. After some hesitation the 
Court finally ordered the witness into 
custody. Worden asked as a special 
privilege that ho ba allowed to O3cupy 
the same cell, but his request was not 
entertained, 


V. S. Mi-Clatcby, a member of the 


Citizen's Protective Association, was 
the next witness 
He narrated a con- 


versation with Knox in which the latter 
said he would not allow any passenger 
trains to move until tho dispute was 
settled. 


J. K. Besde, the Sacramento manager 


of the Postal Telegraph Company, was 
next called. He delivered under a pro- 
test and only to avoid a commitment 
for contompt forty-one telegrams sent 
by Knox to the members of the A. K. 
O., urging the strikers to stand firm. 


The Court adjourned until to-mor- 


row morning.

A JAPANESE VICTORY. 


More Chinese Vessels Suult or Captured 


Yesterday. 


TIEN TSEIN, July 31.—A naval battle 


was foagut yesterday between Chinese 
and Japanese fleets and the Japanese 
sunk the warship Chen Yuen. Two 
large cruisers, supposed to be vessels 
built for China by Armstrong, were 
captured or destroyed. 


The Chen Yuen was a battleship of 


7,400 tons displacement, carrying i1^ 
inch and compound armor at the water 
line. HeTT battery included four 12- 
inoh guns protected by armored breast- 
works and two smaller Krupp and 
eleven Hotchkiss ranon and tubes for 
Whitehead torpedoes; two BJ4 inch and 
one 6-inch Krupp and secondary bat- 
teries of Hotchliiss revolving cannon. 
The ship was built for China at the 
Statin Works. She was a sister ship 
| of the Ting Yuen and was the most 
powerful of the Chinese navy, with the 
exception of the Ling Yuen. 


NEW YORK, July 81 —The central 


cable office of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company has received advices 
from Hongkong and Shunchai that the 
Chinese telegraph companies will not 
receive 
any 
telegraphic 
messages 


respecting tho war between China and 
Japan. 


SHANGHAI, July 31.—-At 10 p. w. news 


reached hero of the desperate battle in 
which the Chen Tuen was sunk. The 
battle was hotly contested, but the 
Japanese appear to have handled their 
guns, ships and torpedoes with more 
skill than the Chinese. The Chinese 
fleet engaged carried nearly a thousand 
men and a large number are reported 
killed oi drowned. 


A latter report says few if any of the 


Chinese engaged in the battle escaped 
Two German officers in command of 
the Chen Yuen are reported to have 
met death with the crowd. 


You OH VMA, July 31.—The following 


official statement of the difficulties be- 
tween China aud Japan has been issued 
by tho Japanese Government: "Japan 
and China were approaching a settle- 
ment of their difficulties when China 
suddenly suggested that Japan with- 
draw her fleet from Corea and give a 
Cortnal compliance with Chinese de- 
mands by the 20th, otherwise the whole 
Chinese forces, both land and sea, were 
to advance upon that part of China." 


The Japanese regarded this as an 


ultimatum, but acting under advice of 
friendly Powers agreed to the proposals 
in principle in an amended form,at the 
same time declaring that, if the threat- 
ened Chinese advance was made on the 
20th it would be regarded as an overt 
act. 


It is conjoctnred that the Japanese 


commanders were instructed to be on 
the watch for Chinese warships, and 
seeing the latter ad vunciug on July 27th 
opened tire. The Japanese do riot be- 
lieve the Kowshung, the Chinese trans- 
port sank by the Japanese cruiser was 
flying the British flag, but was nsinjj 
the flag as a rufro. The Japanese in- 
dignantly dsny the charges of brutality 
brought agaiu-st t ho officers and crew 
of the crui&er which sunk the Chinese 
transport.

The Japanese are send ing the Chinese 


war ships after McGinty, to the bot- 
tom of the sea. They sunk the Chen 
Yuen, of 7,400 tons displacement, and 
captured or destroyed two large cruis- 
ers supposed to be the vessels built by 
Armstrong for the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Few, if any, of the Chinese, 
who numbered about 1,000, escaped. 


The Chinese can drive the Japanese 


out of Corea, as they can send millions 
of men to the front by land, but the 
Japanese are masters of the situation 
on the water and can destroy the wholo 
Chinese fleet.

INVENTORS BARRED O\JT 


chines Hint Kavc Been Per- 


fected WilJ Be Patented. 


We hear a great deal from timo to 


time in regard to uow inventions -which 
are coming out for the purpose of en- 
abling a man to fly, either fiom efforts 
of his own or through tho intervention 
of sten.m engines or other motors. It is 
interesting to note the attitude which 
the United States patent ofiico has taken 
in regard to such iuventioua. They prac- 
tically destroy nil claims for flying ma- 
chines beforehand, and the following is 
on abstract from what is practically a 
circular letter sent out to all attorneys 
who -have made application for flying 
machine patents. It reads aa follows: 


"On taking up this case for examina- 


tion it is found that the invention dis- 
closed thereby is, as a -whole, incapable 
of practical operation, since without the 
assistance of gas, field or equivalent 
the device will be incapable of ascen- 
sion. In other words, it is not useful 
within the meaning of tho law. 


"No evidence will be considered stiffl- 


eient to demonstrate the imperativeness 
of Vw device and warrant the with- 
drawal of tho objection ru ado by tho office 
except a working model—that is, ouo 
with which it is possible to actually as- 
cend and direct the course of flight a& 
will." 
Thus it ia practically useless for any 


inventor to rn>:ka an application for n 
patent until ho has actually succeeded 
in flying- It it \wrely possible that Btich 
a stand aa this in regard to certain in- 
ventions would not bu amiss, ns there 
are more impracticable, kloas patented 
than tho world at laj-go Ui\ro any idea 
of. While it may bo considered as a 
hardship by living machine invontor.i 
that they are debarred from the protec- 
tion of tho patent office, yet until they 
havo actually produced something whicb 
will accomplish the rc.iults claimed 
they certainly have no right to overlap 
the claim of protection on tho patent 
office. —Aeronautics.
